In  submitting  their  Seventy-seventh  Report,  the  Directors  are 
glad  to  state  that  the  Dundee  Asylum  continues  in  a  prosperous 
condition. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Court  of  the  Directors,  the  Committee 
of  Management  have  feued  five  lots  of  ground,  one  at  the 
corner  of  Balmore  Street  and  Dura  Street,  extending  to  fully 
40  poles ;  two  on  the  east  side  of  Baldovan  Terrace,  extending 
each  to  fully  31  poles ;  another  on  the  east  side  of  Baldovan 
Terrace  of  32  poles ;  and  another  on  the  west  side  of  Baldovan 
Terrace  of  fully  30  poles. 

In  March  last  the  Committee  of  Management,  acting  under 
the  remit  made  to  them  by  the  Directors  at  the  last  Annual 
Court,  sold  the  superiorities  of  five  lots  of  ground  for  £4,405, 
being  fully  thirty-three  and  a-half  years’  purchase.  The  price 
of  the  feu-duties  sold,  after  deducting  expenses,  was  paid  into 
the  Union  Bank  for  the  credit  of  the  Building  Account.  This 
Account,  which  in  June  last  stood  at  £20,457.  14s.  lid.,  has 
been  reduced  to  £16,817.  2s.  5d. 

Dr.  A.  L.  Pentland  Smith,  who  was  appointed  Medical 
Assistant  in  April  1896,  has  resigned  his  situation.  His 
successor  has  not  yet  been  appointed. 
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The  two  additions  at  the  east  and  west  ends  of  the  Main 
Building,  which  were  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report,  have 
now  been  completed,  and  are  occupied.  The  necessity  of  still 
further  providing  additional  accommodation  for  the  rapidly 
increasing  number  of  Patients  has  been  engaging  the  attention 
of  the  Committee. 

At  the  last  Annual  Court  the  Directors  resolved  to  in¬ 
troduce  Electric  Light  into  Westgreen  and  Gray  House,  and 
remitted  to  the  Committee  of  Management  to  make  all  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  work.  The 
installation  at  Gray  House  was  finished  some  time  ago,  and 
has  proved  very  satisfactory.  That  at  the  Asylum  will,  it  is 
expected,  be  completed  in  the  course  of  the  summer. 

During  the  financial  year  various  donations  and  legacies 
have  been  made  to  the  Asylum.  The  most  important  of  these 
was  the  sum  of  One  thousand  Pounds,  allocated  by  the  late  Mr 
Cobb’s  Trustees  to  the  Asylum ;  and  a  bequest  of  upwards  of 
£760,  being  the  one  half  of  the  residue  of  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mr  Robert  Don,  Brough ty  Ferry. 

The  Directors  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr  A. 
H.  Foggie,  who,  during  the  time  lie  was  a  Member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  took  a  deep  and  active  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Institution. 

During  the  year,  seven  Nurses  passed  the  Examination  for 
Nursing  Certificate  of  the  Medico-Psychological  Association 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

Miss  Aitken,  who  has  for  some  time  acted  as  Head  Nurse 
and  Housekeeper,  has  resigned  her  situation. 

The  Directors  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Farm, 
on  which  there  was  a  loss  last  year  of  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  pounds  eighteen  shillings  and  sevenpence,  has  this  year, 
thanks  to  the  attention  bestowed  upon  it  by  Mr  W.  F.  Bell, 
shown  a  profit  of  £74.  17s.  lid. 
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SFrom  the  Treasurer’s  Report  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
Income  of  the  Institution  from  the  Board  of  Patients,  and 
other  sources  for  the  year  was  £17,165.  Os.  lid.,  and  the 
Expenditure,  £15,492.  10s,  2d.,  shewing  a  balance  of  £1,672. 10s. 
I  9d. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  and 
I  Gray  House  twice  during  the  year.  The  following  is  an 
l  Extract  from  Dr.  Fraser’s  Report,  dated  16th  September 
;  1896:— 

“  The  Asylum  was  found  clean  and  in  good  order.  The 
.  Lavatories  and  Water-closets  on  the  male  side  have  been 
;  greatly  improved  by  new  tiling  and  new  sanitary  arrange- 
(  ments  of  the  most  recent  and  efficient  kind.  It  is  understood, 
!  with  approval,  that  all  the  Lavatories  in  the  Main  Building 
are  to  be  renovated  in  the  same  manner.  The  Observation 
Dormitories  on  both  the  male  and  female  sides  are  almost 
ready  for  occupation,  and  consist  of  four  lofty  and  well-lighted 
rooms,  with  excellent  bathing  and  sanitary  arrangements  on 
the  ground  floor  to  the  north.  .  .  . 

“  It  is  heard  with  satisfaction  that  the  Directors  have  had 
under  consideration  the  introduction  of  Electric  Light  into  all 
sections  of  the  Asylum.  This  light  has  been  found  most 
suitable  for  Institutions  for  the  insane.  It  is  safer,  cooler, 
cleaner,  and  healthier  than  gas.  ...... 

“  The  patients  in  Gray  House  were  found  admirably  provided 
for.  This  Mansion  is  beautifully  situated,  and  its  arrange¬ 
ments  are  entirely  free  from  features  of  an  asylum  character. 
It  provides,  in  a  liberal  manner,  for  persons  belonging  to  the 
higher  class  of  Private  Patients.” 

The  Medical  Superintendent’s  Report  shews  that  on  15th 
June  last  there  were  457  patients  in  the  Asylum,  184  males 
and  273  females,  while  there  are  at  present  473,  that  number 
being  made  up  of  185  males  and  288  females,  162  having  been 
admitted  during  the  year,  74  having  recovered,  47  having  died, 
3  having  been  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses, 
7  to  other  Asylums,  6  by  friends,  9  by  Minutes  of  Parish 
Councils,  1  on  expiry  of  Emergency  Certificate,  and  1  by 
order  of  the  Sheriff.

The  Secretary  read  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors. 

The  Chairman  moved  that  the  Report  now  read  be  adopted  as  the 
Seventy-seventh  Report  of  the  Institution,  which  was  agreed  to. 


Dr.  Rorie  read  the  Medical  Report. 


It  was  resolved  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Directors,  such 
portions  of  the  Medical  Report  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Committee 
of  Management,  and  the  Abstract  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure 
for  the  past  year  be  circulated  as  usual. 
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MEDICAL  REPORT, 


21st  JUNE  189  7. 


On  the  15th  June  1896,  the  date  of  last  Annual  Meeting,  the 
number  of  patients  resident  in  the  Asylum  was  458,  of  whom  185 
were  males  and  273  females;  but  of  these,  one  being  a  voluntary 
patient,  is  not  included  in  the  tables  of  admission,  &c.  Of  the  total 
457,  95  were  private  patients,  namely,  42  males  and  53  females; 
and  362,  namely,  142  males  and  220  females,  were  paupers.  162 
have  since  been  admitted,  namely,  66  males  and  96  females.  Of 
these,  16  were  private  patients,  that  is,  persons  the  expense  of  whose 
maintenance  was  defrayed  by  their  relatives  and  friends;  and  146 
were  patients  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  parish  rates.  The 
latter  class  of  patients  was  chiefly  received  from  the  City  of  Dundee 
and  immediate  neighbourhood,  but  several  patients  were  also 
admitted  from  the  following  parishes : — Newtyle,  Kirriemuir,  Kattray, 
Kettins,  Glamis,  Mains  and  Strathmartine,  Kingoldrum,  Lundie, 
Arbroath,  and  Barry. 

As  has  now  been  the  case  for  some  years  back,  no  rate-paid 
patient  has  been  admitted  from  any  parish  beyond  Forfarshire. 

The  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the  year 
has  consequently  been  620  in  all,  being  15  in  excess  of  the  number 
for  last  year. 

Of  these,  74  have  been  discharged  recovered,  namely,  28  males 
and  46  females,  7  being  private  and  67  pauper  patients ;  7  (2  males 
and  5  females)  were  transferred  to  other  Asylums,  being  chiefly 
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patients  chargeable  to  parishes  beyond  Forfarshire;  9  (6  males  and 
3  females)  were  removed  from  the  Asylum  by  minutes  of  Parish 
Council ;  6  (2  males  and  4  females)  were  taken  home  by  friends 
more  or  less  improved ;  1  patient  was  removed  from  Register  owing 
to  expiry  of  Emergency  Certificate ;  1  was  discharged  by  order  of 
the  Sheriff' ;  and  3  (2  males  and  1  female)  were  transferred  to  Lunatic 
Wards  of  Dundee  Poorhouse. 

47  natients  have  died ;  of  whom  24  were  males  and  23  females.

There  remain  therefore  at  the  present  date  184  males  and  287  females, 
in  all,  471  patients,  being  14  in  excess  of  the  corresponding  number 
for  last  year. 

The  proportion  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  is  consequently  45 ’07  per  cent.,  while  that  of  the 
deaths  calculated  on  the  whole  number  under  treatment  is  7 '58  per 
cent. 

As  regards  the  character  of  mental  illness  shown  by  the  patients 
on  admission,  little  change  has  taken  place  from  that  of  former  years. 
50  were  suffering  from  the  various  forms  of  mania;  32  from 
melancholia;  42  from  monomania,  or  delusional  insanity;  31  from 
dementia ;  5  from  general  paralysis ;  and  1  from  moral  insanity. 
Their  physical  condition  on  admission  was  also  very  much  that 
formerly  experienced.  Only  41  were  in  really  good  health  ;  90  were 
in  a  condition  best  described  as  only  fair;  28  were  frail,  and  in 
several  instances  paralytic  ;  and  one  was  moribund. 

One  patient  on  admission  was  pregnant,  and  during  her  stay 
was  delivered  of  a  female  child.  The  mother,  being  at  the  time  of 
her  birth  much  improved  mentally,  was  allowed  to  nurse  the  child,  and 
both  left  the  Institution  together  in  good  health. 

Several  of  the  patients  on  admission  were  well  advanced  in 
years:  15  being  over  60  years  of  age;  2  having  reached  their  70th, 
one  the  77th,  two  their  78th,  and  one  the  79th  birthday. 

As  usual,  the  deaths  resulted  from  diseases  in  a  great  measure  of 
an  incurable  character,  however  much  their  condition  may  have  been 
capable  of  amelioration  by  careful  nursing  and  attention. 
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In  16  instances  death  was  due  to  general  paralysis  of  the  insane, 
and  in  4  to  other  forms  of  organic  brain  disease ;  in  6  cases  to 
phthisis  ;  in  5  to  senile  decay,  the  ages  of  the  patients  being  67, 
73,  70,  78,  and  80  years;  in  3  to  epilepsy;  in  2  each  to  cerebral 
haemorrhage,  cancer  of  stomach,  heart  disease,  and  pneumonia ;  and 
in  1  instance  each  to  empyema,  syncope,  cancer  of  liver,  and  paralysis 
was  the  cause  of  death.  One  patient  committed  suicide  by  cutting 
her  throat  with  a  knife,  which  she  had  secreted  while  passing  through 
the  kitchen  on  her  way  to  bed.  Such  accidents,  however  much  they 
may  be  deplored,  seem  unavoidable,  unless  by  restricting  the  liberty 
of  the  patients  in  a  manner  that  would  be  unjustifiable  and  detri¬ 
mental  to  their  welfare.  As  not  unfrequently  happens  in  such  cases, 
until  the  actual  occurrence  of  the  event  the  patient  had  never  shown 
any  suicidal  tendencies. 

Several  of  the  patients  admitted  had  been  on  former  occasions 
resident  in  the  Asylum  more  or  less  frequently.  Three  were  received 
for  the  fourth  time,  one  for  the  fifth,  two  for  the  sixth,  and  one  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  time.  At  times,  when  they  feel  their  illness  return¬ 
ing,  many  continue  to  come  to  the  Asylum  of  their  own  accord,  and  one 
of  the  most  pathetic  examples  of  this  was  the  case  of  a  male 
patient  who  had  been  an  inmate  of  the  Asylum  on  five  previous 
occasions,  and  who  for  twenty  years  had  oscillated  between  the 
Prison,  Asylum,  and  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Poorhouses.  Although 
he  had  never  shown  himself  to  be  absolutely  dangerous,  his  denuncia¬ 
tions  of  his  supposed  enemies,  and  threats  of  vengeance  against  those 
who  sent  him  to  the  Asylum  and  those  who  detained  him,  were 
unmeasured.  The  situation  found  to  be  most  congenial  to  his 
condition,  however,  was  that  of  being  boarded  with  a  farmer  in 
Glenisla.  There  he  remained  in  peace  for  several  years,  but  in  an 
evil  hour  wandered  in  to  attend  the  Dundee  Fair.  There  he  fell 
among  thieves,  and  according  to  his  own  statement  was  robbed  of 
everything  he  had.  At  a  late  hour,  on  a  stormy  night  in  December 
last,  he  was  discovered  on  the  door-step  of  the  Asylum,  and  asked  to 
be  taken  in.  As  he  appeared  to  be  seriously  ill,  he  was  at  once  put 
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to  bed  in  the  sick  room,  and  carefully  examined.  He  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  severe  inflammation  of  both  lungs,  and  from 
which  he  never  rallied. 

The  most  important  improvements  effected  during  the  past  year 
have  been  the  fitting  up  of  Gray  House  with  the  electric  light,  and 
the  extension  of  a  similar  installation  for  lighting  the  main  buildings 
of  the  Asylum  and  the  farm  steading,  &c. 

In  Gray  House  the  light  has  now  been  in  constant  use  for 
five  months,  and  has  added  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  the  safety  of  the  buildings. 

The  usual  Lectures  were  delivered  to  the  nursing  staff  during 
the  winter  months.  This  systematic  training,  which  has  now  become 
a  regular  part  of  the  routine  of  all  large  Institutions  for  the  treatment 
of  the  Insane,  and  has  been  in  operation  here  for  the  last  twelve 
years,  has  added  very  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  nurses  and 
attendants.  After  completing  a  certain  course  of  instruction  and 
two  years  experience  in  the  care  of  the  patients,  examinations  are 
held  every  six  months,  when  those  who  are  able  to  pass,  receive  the 
certificate  of  the  Medical  Psychological  Association  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  for  proficiency  in  nursing  and  attendance  on  the  insane. 
During  the  past  year  seven  of  the  nurses  and  attendants  have  secured 
this  certificate.  One  result  is  that  there  is  now  a  greater  demand  than 
formerly  for  the  services  of  experienced  nurses  to  take  care  of  private 
patients  at  their  own  homes.  A  regular  charge  (42/-  per  week)  is 
made  for  their  services,  and  many  attacks  are  thus  tided  over  with¬ 
out  the  patient  requiring  to  be  sent  to  the  Asylum  at  all. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  whenever  the  consent  of 
the  relatives  could  be  obtained.  Thirty-five  investigations  of  this  kind 
were  carried  out,  and  the  result  carefully  recorded  in  the  registers. 
The  employment  of  photography,  which  has  been  found  so  useful 
otherwise,  has  been  extended  to  this  department.  A  photographic 
studio  has  been  added  to  the  research  room  and  mortuary,  so  that 
general  and  microscopic  photographs  of  any  important  lesion  may  be 
at  once  secured  for  insertion  in  the  medical  records. 


The  fields  adjoining  the  main  buildings  are  now  being  laid  out 
|  as  grass  parks  and  fenced,  partly  for  grazing  purposes,  but  chiefly 
■i  with  the  view  of  walks  being  made  for  the  more  extended  exercise 
<  of  those  patients  who  are  too  feeble  or  who  cannot  be  trusted  to  go 
c  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  property. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  and  satisfactory  progress. 
/  Much  has  still  to  be  done,  especially  in  papering,  repainting,  and  in 
i  renovation  generally,  but  this  will  be  most  conveniently  attended  to 
after  the  present  operations  connected  with  the  introduction  of  the 
|  electric  lighting  have  been  completed.

When  a  Patient  is  admitted,  one  Quarter’s  Board,  as  fixed  by  the  Directors, 
shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  afterwards  in 
advance  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  the  1st  of  April, 
the  first  of  July,  and  the  1st  of  October.  No  part  of  any  payment  in  advance, 
except  in  the  case  of  paupers,  shall  be  returned,  except  in  special  cases,  to  be 
judged  of  by  the  Committee  of  Management ;  and  if  any  Patients  who  have 
been  removed  shall  return  to  the  Asylum,  they  shall  be  admitted  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  they  had  never  been  in  the  Asylum,  and  pay  accordingly. 

The  Patients  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  requiring  the  benefit  of  the  Institution  can  be  accom¬ 
modated  with  commodious  apartments,  distinct  from  the  other  Patients,  with  a 
servant  if  required.

Abstract  of  most  important  Pathological  Conditions  found  on 

post-mortem  examinations, 

M.  R.  Female,  resident  7  years  ;  old  standing  epilepsy;  died  29th 
June  1896  ;  age  at  death,  32  years.  About  one  ounce  of  fluid  in  peri¬ 
cardium,  but  no  evidence  of  pericarditis.  Extensive  pleuritic  adhesions, 
some  of  recent,  but  principally  of  old  standing.  Right  lung  weighed 
2  lb.  lljoz.,  and  was  one  mass  of  gangrene,  consolidated  in  some  parts 
and  diffluent  in  others.  Left  lung  lower  lobe  consolidated,  with  large 
cavity  in  centre.  Slight  congestion  of  cerebral  membranes.  Brain 
weighed  40  oz.,  no  apparent  abnormal  change. 


M.  S.  or  B.  Female,  resident  6  months.  Monomania  of  persecution ; 
died  31st  July  1896  ;  age  at  death,  52  years. — Suicide  by  cutting  throat 
with  carving  knife.  Incision  3?r  to  4  inches  long,  right  across  throat  ; 
middle  of  incision  1  inch  above  episternal  notch.  Trachea  cut  almost  quite 
through,  inch  above  isthmus  of  thyroid  gland.  Both  anterior  jugular 
veins,  left  external  jugular  vein,  left  carotid  artery,  internal  jugular  vein, 
and  pneumo  gastric  nerve  severed.  Right  carotid  artery  and  right 
external  jugular  vein  uninjured.  Had  never  previously  shewn  suicidal 
symptoms. 


H.  G.  Female,  resident  3  months.  Senile  dementia  ;  died  1st 
September  1896  ;  age  at  death,  80.  Dry  gangrene  of  great  toe  and  two 
small  toes  of  right  foot.  Heart  much  enlarged,  great  dilatation  of  both 
ventricles,  slight  hypertrophy  of  left  ventricle  ;  valves  atheromatous, 
aortic  valves  incompetent,  dilatation  of  first  part  of  aorta.  Considerable 
amount  of  ffluid  in  both  pleural  cavities,  especially  right.  Brain 
apparently  normal,  except  commencing  ossification  of  portions  of  dura 
mater. 


M.  A.  W.  or  I.  Female,  resident  4|  years.  General  Paralysis  ;  died 
14th  September  1896  ;  age  at  death,  42.  Skull  very  dense  and  thick  ; 
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advanced  gelatinous  degeneration  over  both  hemispheres,  especially  over 
frontal  lobes.  Large  cyst  immediately  under  pia  mater  at  top  of  right 
ascending  parietal  convolution.  4  Great  excess  of  subarachnoid  fluid. 
Well-marked  granular  degeneration  of  ependyma  of  lateral  ventricles  and 
floor  of  fourth  ventricle. 


G.  P.  or  D.  Female,  resident  4\  months.  Died  25th  September  1896 
of  cancer  of  stomach,  &c.  ;  age  at  death,  61  years.  On  opening 
abdominal  cavity,  a  hard  mass  was  found  occupying  the  epigastric  and 
left  hypochondriac  regions,  and  extending  over  to  umbilicus.  Mass  was 
adherent  to  abdominal  walls  and  to  left  lobe  of  liver.  Great  hardness 
and  thickening  round  pylorus,  and  on  being  cut  into  showed  hard  growth 
round  opening,  and  involving  whole  thickness  of  stomach  wall,  and 
extending  into  duodenum  about  4  inches.  On  its  internal  surface  tumour 
was  broken  down,  and  in  process  of  disintegration.  Microscopic  exam¬ 
ination  showed  numerous  small  round  cancer  cells. 


J.  C.  Male,  resident  2  years  and  3  months.  Mania ;  died  19th 
October  1896  ;  age  at  death,  49  years.  Heart  showed  great  hypertrophy 
of  left  ventricle.  Aortic  and  pulmonary  segments  competent  ;  tricuspid 
and  mitral  valves  healthy  ;  slight  atheromatous  degeneration  of  aorta  ; 
Coronary  arteries  thickened  and  tortuous.  Skull  cap  of  ordinary  thick¬ 
ness  ;  dura  mater  slightly  adherent  to  skull  over  occipital  region.  On 
reflecting  dura,  a  thick,  tough,  false  membrane  was  exposed,  covering  the 
whole  of  the  hemispheres,  and  to  which  the  dura  mater  was  slightly 
adherent  in  the  frontal  region. 


A.  A.  Male,  resident  1  year  2J  months.  General  paralysis ;  died  4th 
November  1896;  age  at  death,  52.  On  removing  scalp  an  extensive 
extravasation  of  blood  was  found.  Calvarium  very  thin.  Small  amount 
of  diploe.  Considerable  amount  of  subdural  fluid.  Vessels  of  dura 
mater  congested,  especially  at  base  of  skull.  Great  congestion  of  vessels 
of  brain,  especially  at  base.  Old  standing  clot  in  right  middle  cerebral 
artery.  Pia  unusually  adherent  to  convolutions  over  vertex.  Extensive 
granular  degeneration  of  ependyma  of  both  lateral  ventricles.  Numerous 
cysts  in  the  choroid  plexus.  Marked  granular  degeneration  at  base  of 
fourth  ventricle. 
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J.  S.  or  S.  Female,  resident  18  months.  General  paralysis ;  died  26tli 
November  1896 ;  age  at  death,  53.  Brain  showed  usual  congested  state  of 
vessels  found  in  general  paralysis,  with  extensive  gelatinous  degeneration 
of  pia  mater,  with  numerous  cysts  on  right  side,  in  region  of  ascending 
parietal  convolution,  and  extensive  granular  degeneration  of  ependyma 
of  lateral  and  fourth  ventricles ;  but  the  most  interesting  lesions  found 
were  numerous  cicatricial  contractions  in  apices  of  both  lungs,  with 
hard  calcareous  nodules,  pointing  to  the  previous  existence  of  cavities, 
which  had  probably  healed  up  on  the  incursion  of  the  general  paralysis. 


D.  R.  Male,  resident  6  weeks.  Monomania  ;  Rupture  of  right 
auricle  ;  died  28th  January  1897  ;  age  at  death,  60  years.  On  opening 
into  pericardium,  sac  was  found  filled  with  fluid  blood,  a  large  quantity 
escaping  immediately  on  the  incision  being  made.  Heart  was  much 
enlarged,  left  ventricle  hypertrophied,  right  ventricle  dilated  and  slightly 
hypertrophied.  Right  auricle  very  thin,  and  showed  large  organised  clot 
at  apex  of  appendix.  Round  this  the  wall  of  the  auricle  was  very  thin, 
and  had  given  way  at  that  part.  Aortic  and  pulmonary  valves  healthy. 
Slight  calcification  of  aorta.  No  aortic  aneurism.  Heart  muscle  pale 
and  fatty.  Patient  while  sweeping  day-room  felt  sudden  pain  in  region 
of  heart,  sat  down  on  a  chair,  and  died  suddenly. 


G.  D.  Male,  resident  4  years.  Epilepsy,  old  standing  ;  died  31st 
January  1897  ;  age  at  death,  61  years.  Skull  cap  very  thick  and  dense. 
Dura  mater  not  adherent  to  skull  cap,  and  only  slightly  to  pia  mater 
along  line  of  superior  longitudinal  fissure.  Pia  mater  showed  slight 
gelatinous  degeneration,  chiefly  over  parietal  convolutions.  Brain 
substance  cut  easily,  and  hyperaemia  of  inner  layer  of  grey  matter  very 
marked.  Very  marked  granular  degeneration  of  ependyma  of  lateral  and 
fourth  ventricles.  Sections  taken  from  ascending  parietal  convolutions  of 
left  side  macerated  for  three  months  in  Cox’s  solution,  and  then  treated 
with  hydroquinine  and  hyposulphite  solutions,  revealed  apparently 
hypertrophy  of  motor  nerve  cells,  and  increased  development  of  the 
fibres  proceeding  from  them. 


A.  S.  Female,  resident  7J  years,  but  who  had  suffered  from  circular 
insanity  for  over  50  years.  Died  3rd  February  1897  ;  age  at  death, 
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94 ;  cancer  of  liver,  &c.  Stomach  much  dilated  and  bile-stained. 
Walls  congested,  and  showing  punctiform  haemorrhages.  Stenosis  of 
pyloric  opening,  due  to  great  thickening  extending  upwards  from  region  of 
gall  bladder  and  duodenum.  Morbid  tissue  composed  of  cancerous  matter. 
Upper  part  of  duodenum  contracted  by  hard  growth,  which  encircled  the 
ductus  communis  choledechus,  almost  entirely  closing  up  the  opening  of  that 
duct  into  the  intestine.  Liver  much  atrophied,  and  in  state  of  cirrhosis. 
Gall  bladder  atrophied,  contained  little  bile,  but  two  large  gall  stones 
were  found  at  base  of  bladder,  occupying  nearly  the  whole  of  the  interior 
of  organ.  Around  gall  bladder,  and  nearly  closing  up  its  orifice,  was  a 
hard  cancerous  mass,  extending  also  up  to  pyloric  end  of  stomach.  Whole 
abdomen  stained  with  bile,  but  no  sign  of  ascites.  Skull  cap  very  thick, 
and  dura  mater  so  adherent  that  it  had  to  be  cut  away.  On  removing 
dura  from  right  side  a  large  amount  of  venous  blood  poured  out,  and  a 
large  clot  was  found  at  base  of  ascended  parietal  convolution.  Pia  mater 
adherent  to  dura.  Brain  substance  slightly  hvperaemic,  but  otherwise 
fairly  healthy.  Arteries  markedly  atheromatous. 


M.  P.  Female,  resident  a  year,  but  fourth  attack  of  recurrent  mania ; 
died  18th  February  1897  ;  age  at  death,  57  years  ;  cancer  of  stomach, 
with  perforation.  On  stomach  being  exposed,  an  opening  in  front  wall 
was  revealed  just  below  lesser  curvature,  and  half-way  between  cardiac 
and  pyloric  ends,  about  the  size  of  a  penny  piece.  The  stomach  was 
greatly  diminished  in  size,  and  on  being  removed  another  perforation  was 
found  on  the  posterior  wall,  similar  to  that  in  front.  Walls  were 
abnormally  thickened  and  hardened  round  posterior  opening.  The  skull 
was  of  somewhat  abnormal  shape.  At  posterior  aspect  of  both  parietal 
bones  a  depression  being  present  on  each  side  of  the  middle  line  and  the 
junction  of  the  parietal  and  occipital  bones  at  the  vertex,  forming  a  sort 
of  crest.  Large  cyst  at  apex  of  left  ascending  parietal  convolution,  and 
granular  degeneration  of  ependyma  of  ventricles. 


J.  G.  or  P.  Female,  resident  18  months.  Senile  dementia ;  died  16th 
May  1897  ;  age  at  death,  67  years.  In  stomach  hard  mass  felt  at  pyloric 
end,  which  turned  out  to  be  a  piece  of  woollen  rag  curled  upon  itself, 
with  its  distal  end  protruding  through  opening  of  pylorus  intestines  ;  con¬ 
gested,  soft,  and  friable  in  parts. 
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E.  G.  Male,  resident  16  months.  General  paralysis  ;  died  22nd 
May  1897  ;  age  at  death,  35  years.  Both  lungs  contained  numerous  hard 
calcareous  nodules  in  upper  lobe.  Old  cicatrices  present  at  both  apices. 
Liver  healthy,  but  left  lobe  prolonged  out  into  a  thin  straplike  extremity, 
which,  stretching  almost  to  left  border  of  stomach,  was  there  adherent  to 
the  spleen.  Dura  adherent.  Sub-dural  fluid  in  excess.  Gelatinous 
degeneration  of  pia  mater.  Ventricles  distended  with  fluid  ;  numerous 
cysts  in  choroid  plexus,  and  general  granular  degeneration  of  ependyma 
of  lateral  and  fourth  ventricles.  Pons  and  medulla  very  hyperaemic.
